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QUEEN CROWNING 


60% of Seniors to 
Teach; Others Plan 
Varied Vocations 


Out of this year’s Senior Class | 
of approximately 300 students, 
about 180, or 60 per cent, are plan- | 
ning to secure teaching credentials, 
according to an analysis of ob- 
jectives as indicated on placement 
record cards completed at registra- 
tion this Fall. Of the 120 who are 
perusing other vocational objec- 
tives, the largest group, 25, will be 
going into the general business 
field. This figure does not include 











specific job objectives in the busi- 
ness world, such as accountants, 
and personne! technicians. 

About six per cent of the seniors 
did not indicate any specific choice 
of occupational objectives. Included 
in this group are undoubtedly a 
number of young men who are not | 
planning any immediate vocational 
objectives because of anticipated 
military service. 

Non-Teachers Objectives 

Occupational choices, as_ indi- 
cated, including the following: 
Journalism, 2; personnel work, 
6; lab technician 10; librarian, 1; 
accounting, 7; chemists, 5; physi- 
cists-engineering, 2; social work, 
10; law, 1; dentistry, 1; medicine, 
1; military service, 3; ministry, 2; 
psychologists, 3; polities, 1; civil | 
service, 5. 

Of the 180 teacher candidates, 
103 are planning to secure ele- 
mentary school credentials; 29, 
special secondary credentials; 8, 
kindergarten credentials, and 40 
are contemplating a fifth year of 
preparation for a general second- 
ary credential. 

All graduates of the college are 
eligible for assistance through the 
Placement Office, it was pointed 
out by John E. Samara, placement 
secretary. Arrangements have 
already been made to process con- 
fidential papers for teaching can- 
didates who will be available for 
positions February 1. January 
graduates in non-teaching fields 
are invited to come in at their con- 
venience Mr. Samara said. He 
indicated that preparations for 
assisting June graduates have not 
yet been eompleted. 

Many Jobs Received 

Mr. Samara especially empha- 
sized the fact that over the course 
of the past year, the Placement Of- 
fice received more than 200 specific 
job announcements for college 
graduates, while there were only 
approximately 50 graduating seni- 
ors who had applications filed with 
the office. He pointed out that 
while the placement office may not 
have a sufficient number of jobs 
on hand to assist all graduating 
seniors on commencement day, 
over the course of a whole month 
period the Placement Office re- 
ceives many more jobs than it can 
fill in the non-teaching fields. 
These jobs are in addition to the 
blanket job announcements sent 
out by such agencies as the civil 
service. Examination announce- 
ments for such positions are posted 
on the bulletin board outside the 
Placement Office, Room 118.

The remains of the mastodon, 
the giant elephant which roamed 
North America during the last ice 
age about 10,000 years ago, is be- 
ing unearthed by a group of SSC 
students under the direction of 
Dr. Reeve and Mr. J. Harold Seve- 
raid, instructor in life sciences. 
The skeleton was first unearthed 
by a construction crew putting in 
a pipe line and sewage plant for 
Live Oak. William Dove, crew 
foreman, and Jerry Haase, assist- 
ant, saved a piece of tusk they 
found and brought it to Dr. Reeve. 

Students Work 

Besides students Allan Cayous, 
Clifford Curtice, Duane First, 
Leonard Banks, Speros Sarlis, 
Charles French, Charles McCrory, 
and Robert Watkins who are help- 
ing in the excavating, Wallace K. 
Moore, a former student of an- 
thropology at SSC, who makes his 
home at Live Oak and W. E. Jus- 
tice, superintendent of the con- 
struction crew, are also giving 
their assistance in the project. 

Covering Necessary 

Mr. Severaid explained that 
once the remains are exposed to 
air they tend to decompose. As @ 
result it is necessary to cover each 
part with plaster of paris as it is 
uncovered. The plaster will be re- 
moved after whole sections of the 
fossil have been taken to # more 
favorable work ares. Mr. Sev- 
eraid reported that some of the 
teeth in the lower jaw are more 
than nine inches long, while those 
in the upper jaw are from six to 
nine inches in length.

Two top ranking films are being featured this week at the Guild 
Theater, 35th and Broadway. The movie combination should thrill art 
and music enthusiasts and also prove very enjoyable to the regular

The clown plans his revenge 
to take placed uring the evening’s 
performance of his traveling show 
where he accuses Nedda with vio- 
lent language. 

Because she will not name her 
lover, Pagliacci stabs her fatally 
in the heart and also ends her 
lover’s life. He instantly realizes 
that he has killed his love and 
closes with the words, “the comedy 
has ended.”
